DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments and Amendment 

Applicant's arguments, see statement of remarks, filed 06/09/2005, with respect 
to Office action mailed 03/16/2005 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
rejection of claims 43,47,48,56,81,85 and 86 under 35 USC 102(e) as being anticipated 
by U.S. 2004/0202007A1 to Yagi has been withdrawn and the rejection of claims 59-68 
under 35 USC 102 (e) as being anticipated by U.S. 2002/0191395A1 to Fleury has been 
withdrawn. Further, the rejection under 35 USC 103(a) of claims 44-46, 49, and 82-84 as 
being unpatentable over Yagi is withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 43-92 and 94- 99 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Yagi does not 
meet the limitation of independent claim 43 that the portion of the reflector intersecting 
with the plane extends closer to the focus than the other portions of the reflector that do 
not intersect with the plane. Accordingly, since Yagi does not teach all the elements of 
claim 43, claim 43 is allowable over the art of record. Claims 47,48 and 56 depend from 
claim 43 and are allowable for the same reasons. Claim 81 has been amended to include 
the features of canceled claim 93 which prior office action found have allowable subject 
matter. Claim 81 is therefore allowable. Claims 85 and 86 depend from claim 81 and are 
allowable for the same reasons. 

Fleury does not meet the limitation of independent claim 59 that the first and 
second axes of first and second reflecting axes are non-parallel to each other as illustrated 
in instant invention figure 5. Accordingly, since Fleury does not teach all the elements of 
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claim 59, claim 59 is allowable over the art of record. Claims 60-68 and 98-99 depend 
from claim 59 and are allowable for the same reasons. 

Claims 44-46,49 and 82-84 are rejected as unpatentable over Yagi. These claims 
depend either directly or indirectly from claims 43 and 81 and are allowable for the same 
reasons. 

Therefore, the prior art does not disclose or teach the limitations of claims 43-92 
and 94-99.
